Neither soil nor climate, upon this conti- 
nent or elsewhere, has ever lowered the 
standard of the governing race. 

For three-quarters of a century the United 
States have led the van in all that is great or 
useful in inventions.

It will be hard to find 
two regiments in better condition for ser- 
vice, and tinder better commanders, than 
those at this point, where there is nothing 
to do.

The Potomac and Bhenandoah rivers are 
higher than for ten years previous, retard- 
ing the movements of the army corps under 
General Banks.

The telegraph 
along the same route has been partially de- 
stroyed. Thus we are just at present cutoff 
from any regular communieatiou with the

The state of public sentiment abroad was 
far from gratifying. The French Govern- 
ment cherished no friendly sentiment to- 
ward us, and the people were little better, 
list Prince Napoleon was our sincere, ear- 
nest friend, and lost no occasion to do us 
friendly offices. 

The British ministry was divided. Lord 
Palmerston and Earl Russell were adverse 
to us; other members of the Cabinet were 
warmly affected towards the North. The 
Queen, whenever she could say a word, 
always expressed a most decided sympathy 
with us. Prince Albert had always been a 
devoted friend of this country, and his last 
public aet had been to modify a dispatch 
which the ministry bad prepared to send 
to Lord Lyons.

We take the following from New Orleans 
Delta, of May 80th: 

We understand from Morgan below, that 
Mobile was surrendered to the mortar 

fleet or Thursday. 

The New Orleans Delta, of May 81st, 
■ays, for several days back remors have 
been current in this city to the effect that 
our uavy has suffered in a conflict up the 
river, and that Gen. William’s brig had 
been badly cut up. The facts are these, ou 
the 26th inst., while the forces under Gen. 
Williams were descending the river they 
were tired upon when off Grand Gulf, by a 
field battery of four guns; one man was 
killed and one office* wounded. 

The gunboat Kinc-e then opened on the 
camp, ami the battery r with its camp, about 
a mile and a half in the rear of the town, 
was thereby persuaded to leave. 

Four companies of the Fourth Wisconsin, 
under Major BoarJman, were landed to de- 
stroy the camps. These forces came up as 
the rebels were leaving thtirguns and tents 
having preceded them. A few shots only 
were exchanged, and the pursuit discontin- 
ued at night. One of the Union troops was 
wounded and several of the rebel troops 
were seen to fall; unfortunately the gallant 
aid-de-camp to Gen. Williams. Lieut. De- 
Cay, who volunteered to land with Board- 
man’s troops, was severely and it is feared 
fatally wounded, while some distance in 
advance of the advanced guard. 

[From th# Delta., Jon* 1st. I 

Col. McMillan, of the 21st Indiana regi- 
ment, sent down another steamer ycateTday 
which he captured in Red river. This is 
the fourth vessel taken by this indefatiga- , 
ble officer. Her name is the Louisiana 
Belle, and she has a good quantity of sugar, 
molasses and cotton on board, besides 
smaller wares. 

Four sick Union soldiers were, about the 
9th day of May, fired on by concealed assas- 
sins in the town of Haumala, two of whom 
were killed, and the others wounded. 
Lieutenant Colonel Kieth, of the 21st Illi- 
nois, was ordered by Gen. Butler to take a 
detachment of his regiment and proceed to 
Houma and mete out punishment to the of- 
fenders. They managed to escape, but the 
order relative to the distruction of their 
property was carried out.

Washington, June 14. 

A loyal Virginian, who has arrived here, 
reports that the rebels have abont 76,000 
effective troops at Richmond. 

The National Intelligencer has an able 
editorial, arguring that Beauregard's army 
is probably on its way to Richmond. 

The loyal residents of Washington are 
greatly exercised at the act of Gen. Wads- 
worth in seising three secession Episcopal 
churches for hospital purposes. The rebel 
vestrymen of Trinity church are engaged 
at the seizure of their church. 

A number of soldiers, who were wounded 
at the battle of Port Republic, have ar- 
rived here. 

An officer, who was in the battle of Port 
Republic, doing duty in the advanoe of Gen. 
Shields’ brigade, has just arrived here. He 
says he read positive orders not to burn the 
bridge over the Shenandoah. 

Our entire loss in the fight in killed, 
wounded and prisoners did not exceed 1,000. 
One hundred and fifty-six of our men were 
killed and 300 wounded. The regiments 
engaged in the fight were the 7th Indiana, 
5th, 7th and 29th Ohio. Col. Buckley is 
missing.

WAR KOVEHEXTfi. 

The car* on the Charleston Railroad, doe j 
hers at fire o clock in the afternoon, had . 
not arrived at the time of oar going to ; 
press with our evening edition, nine o'clock. 1 
It was rumored in the city at noon that the ' 
enemy had landed a considerable force in j 
Carolina, and were advancing on Porotaligo. 
Other indication* authorise us to believe 
the current rumor in the street, that fight- 
ing is going on in that vicinity, which ac- 
counts for the non-arrival of the Charlea- 
ton cars. 

Some of our eitixens inform us that they J 
heard heavy firing in the direction of Po- 
cotaligo last evening. 

THE UK ION GUNBOAT* DUELLING THE REBEL i 
BATTERIES BELOW THE CITT. 

(From tbs Charleston Mercury. May X.] 

The «tir caused by the news from Poco- 1 
taligo yesterday afternoon was consider- 
ably increased by the news that the enemy's { 
gunboats, after entering 8tono Inlet, were j 
at their usual work a few miles below the j 
city. It appears that five gunboats, one of 
which appeared to be iron-clad, and without 
moats, steamed up 8tono river with the flood 
tide yesterday morning. They threw a few 
shell near the camps at Seceseionville, prov- 
ing conclusively that our troops there were 
within range of the gunboats. The Yankees 
then shelled the 6leamer DeKalb, forcing 
her to retire under the guns of Fort Pem- 
berton. 

Yesterday afternoon, at flood tide, the 
steamers began ehelling our battery at New- 
ton Cut, and the fire was returned. No 
oaaualties are reported on our side. One 
shot from our battery was plainly seen to 
cut down a mast, and other damage was 
probably done aboard the gunboats, os our 
practice was good. This battery was in 
charge of Captain 8mith, Company F, 
White’s battalion. Lieutenant T. G. White 
assisted in the command of the battery. 

The uegroes have been removed from 
the Island, and the cattle are being driven 
off. 

At sunset last evening the enemy’s gun- 
boats still remained anchored in the vieini- 
tv of our batteries, and it is probable that 
they will reopen fire this morning. 

iSuLet all who read the following heart- 
rending story remember that they art trac- 
ing the works of the fiend oj Secession. Re- 
bellion did it all, and on the head of every 
rebel in the land rests the guilt of this and 
thousands of similar scenes : 

Death in the Camp. — As we advance 
into these regions a variety of diseases are 
becoming ruinously prevalent. Fever and 
ague, jaundioe, diarrhea, and many types of 
fevers ore thinning the ranks of the differ- 
ent regiments fearfully. I will not attempt 
to describe the pictures of the poor men as 
they drag themselves through camp. Hie 
toughest looking ones seem to be the great- 
est sufferers. Last evening I paid a visit to 
a physician friend of mine, and accepted an 
invitation to partake of the luxuries of his 
extra cot. About one o'clock we were 
aroused by the cry of — “ Doctor, the Cap- 
tain's dying I" The doctor immediately 
dressed himself sparsely, and I accompa- 
nied him to a private tent, where lay a ro- 
bust looking officer. The doctor bade me 
rnb his stomach and lege with a coarse 
towel, while he forced quinine and wine 
into him. In a few minutes the man be- 
came partially sensible, end inquired of the 
Lieutenant Colonel, who hod jnst arrived : 

‘ What is the matter? There's something 
wrong, Colonel — don't deceive me — I'm in 
a dangerous condition. I ve been asleep, 
Colonel, and there's something wrong. O 
God ! my wife and children ! Don't let me 
die for their sake ! You know I've got my 
leave of absence, for the doctor says Gen. 
Buell hot, signed the papers." 

Lieut. Colonel — "Yes, Captain, you have 
been very low; but the doctor says he will 
save you: he has gone for an emetic.” 

Captain — “Colonel, there is no use in my 
dying here, when treatment at home would 
save me. It would kill my wife. I am 
afraid the doctor has not procured my fur- 
lough — he is only deceiving me to quiet 
me. ’ 

Let me assure you the scene was touching 
in the extreme. The poor man did not teem 
really afraid to die, but desired to live for 
the sake ef his wife and little ones. 

He had presented hie papers for a leave 
of absence, which had not been returned, 
although the doctor assured him that every- 
thing was xll right; that General Buell had 
signed the document. 

The doctor worked arduously for several 
hoars, assisted by the staff officers, to save 
the Captain's life, and before daylight he 
exhibited symptoms of recovery.. About 9 
o clock, however, the unhappy man again 
became dangerous, and shortly before 10 
passed from terrestrial scenes, his lost 
words being, “and can’t see my little boy, 
neither." 

I shall ever remember the dying Captain 
and his last words — “and can t see my lit-
